LONDON, April 18.—Premier Lloyd George, addressing the allied delegates today, is quoted by 
Reuter’s correspondent at Genoa as saying that the grievance is not against Russia. but against Ger- 
many. Russia was not a recognized power and wis almost in the position of an enemy, but obviously 


Russia was free to detach any recognized powers from the rest to suit her own purposes.

whereas Russia had not.

GENOA, April 18—With Germany 
debarred from further deliberations 
with respect to the agreement which 
the powers hope to conclude with 
Russia, the Genoa conference is to- 
night in a state of crisis. The Alliel 
powets, sitting with the etates of tho

severe penalty on Germany ‘because 
of what is termed her violation of 
the conditions to which she pledged 
herself in entering the conference. 

Where Germany Erred 

This violation took the form cf 
“secretly” soncluding” a treaty with 
Ruasia on tho very mettera which 
all the powers had agreed to discuss 
in common at Genoa, 

Despite the Allies’ vigorous action, 
indicationg are tonight that the Ger- 
mans would not bolt the conferenco 
although they had not disclosed what 
attitude they would adopt. Appar- 
ently they wit] decide without con- 
suking Berlin, A ’ 

Dr. Rathenau, the German foreign 
secretary, has protested the Allies’ 
action, declaring that the Germans 
did nothing secret or dishonorable. 
He asserted that the Allies themselves 
were preparing a treaty with Russia 
in secret, after which Germany would 
be informed of it and would be ex- 
pected to sign. 

Will Continue Conference 

The representatives of the powers 
whieh convened the conference, to- 
gether with the I!ttle entente, decided 
tonight after an all day discussion to 
continue the economic conference re- 
gardiess of the attitude of Germany 
and Russia. 

The meeting was held at the Villa 
Raggi, Premier Fucta’s home, 

The discussions at the meeting 
were calm and dignified, although 
considerable differences of opinion 
existed. Two groups formed, one 
led by Great Britain and the other 
by France, while the Italian delegates 
displayed a conciliatory attitude.

The Hand of Good Fellowship 


OTTAWA, April 18 (By Canadian 
Press).—Predicting a great wave of 
migratfon and settlement within the 
British Empire in the very near 
j future, Field Marsha! Earl Haig, 
| president of the British Empire Ser- | 
vice league, has written to R. B. Max-| 
wejl, dominton president, Great War | 
Veterans’ association, outlining a plan 
whereby a system of reciprocity | 
might be made effective in welcom- 
ing and assisting ex-service men from 
the old country settling in the domin- 
fons. 

The letter states: 

“I believe we are on the eve of big 
achemes of migration and settlement 
‘between the mother country and the 
dominions of the empire, and I con- 
alder thet the British Empire Service 
league should be prepared to take a 
part in these echemes in order to 
make them a euccess. Meetings have 
been held, and are taking place, be- 
tween the empire ‘headquarters and 
representatives of the dominions in 
London, alao with the departments of 
the government concerned, re migra- 
tion and settlement—in order to ob- 
tain their co-operation in a workable 
scheme to assist 4n carrying out the 
toregoing.” 

The general policy in this matter, 
as enunciated further on in the com- 
munivation is to the effect that: 
“Wiherever an ex-service man, belong- 
ing to a society which is a member of 
the British Empire Service league, 
may find himself within the British 
Empire, whether moving within the

The Germans expressed surprise 
that the allies should resent what 
they called a perfectly logical out- 
come of negotiations previously ‘tn- 
augurated in Berlin. Dr. Rathenau

Sow or Not to Sow? 


‘Those who are suggesting just 
now that Western farmers may 
not, or should not, put in as large 


4 crops as last year are doing no 
_ good either to the farmers or to 
* the country. Fortunately there is 


little danger that their influence 
will be wide, for most farmers are 
solid on the principle that the way 
to get ahead is to produce, and 
keep on producing. The policy 
of ‘‘loafing on the job” has few 
sympathizers among the men on 
the land. 

Last year was not a good one 
for the farmers. That is obvious. 
It was not at all good in compari- 
son to some of the immediately 
preceding years. A good number 
of witnesses who should know, 
testified that last year’s crop was 
produced without profit, or even 
at a loss. On the other side there 
have been declarations by farmers 
that their accounts showed a bal- 
ance on the right side, though less 
than they expected and wanted. 
On. the whole,.it.has to be accept- 
ed that the result was not satis- 
factory. 

The natural effect is to discour- 
age the farmer as to the prospects 
for the coming year. And this is 
a time when discouragement 
along that line means loss to both 
the farmer and the country. 
there is to be a crop this year it 
must be son within the next 
six weeks or so. The amount of 
crop there will be depends, so far 
as human efforts can determine 
the results, upon the amount of 
energy the farmer puts into his 
operations in the next couple of 
months. To suggest that it is not 
worth while to exert himself, or 
even that he might make more 
money if he put in less crop, if it 
has any effect at all must have 
the effect of lessening the amount 
of grain that will be threshed 
xext fall. 

At present a committee of Par- 
liament is hearing representatives 
of Western farmers as to why the 
wheat board should be_ re-estab- 
lished to market the crop of the 
present year. With what result 
remains to be seen. But one 
thing is clear enough. Wheat 
board or no wheat board, the far- 
mer who puts in all the crop he 
can is the one who is making a try 
for the biggest returns. A wheat 


board cannot sell wheat that is| 


not grown, and if a board is estab- 
lished the man who turns over the 
most wheat to it is the man who 
will get the most money in return. 
Tf the board is not set up, the man 
who has the most wheat to sell 
through the ordinary channels is 
again the one who will get the 
largest cheque for his year’s 
work. Board or no board, the 
farmer who sows stands to gain, 
sather than the farmer who does 
not sow. 

The country needs the largest 
crop that can be grown this year, 
and every year; and this year 
more than in some years past. 
product prices are down, But the 
war debt is not down. And busi- 


ness conditions are not so rosy | 


that they do not need the stimulus 
of a large income from the nation- 
al crop. There is only one hope 
of a revival of good times, the 
kind of times which will create 


tions, and bring about a condition 
of better business, we shall have to 
ship more than we used to; and 
the first step toward shipping a 
crop is to sow a@ crop.

Stubbling in a crop 
in dietricte where the aawfly is 
known to exist {s almost sure to result 
in encouraging the increase of the 
pest. Where deep fall plowing has 
not been done, spring plowing and 
packing completed by the end of the 
first week in May will destroy ‘many 
of the adult fites or prevent them 
from emerging. Where the stubble is 
long enough large numbers of lar- 
vae may be destroyed by burning off 
in early spring, according to officials 
of the field crops branch, All head- 
lands of weeds and grass should eiso 
be burned. Only by observing these 
precautions can the farmera hope to 
free their land of this dangerous 
pest,
